Subject: Three short films on American Indians: 


"BE-TA-TA-KIN", produced by Ray Garner, 
the man responsible for the two impressive 
“Ancient World” films, "Greece" and "Egypt", 
shown at previous Academy meetings. 


"BE-TA-TA-KIN" (a modern Navajo word 
meaning "house-under the rim”) is a cliff dwell- 
ing of the Indians who lived in Arizona at the 
time of the Crusades. The opening scenes show 
the canyons and mesas of the Tsegi region where 
dwelt these early Indians in small family groups. 
We learn of their search for a safe village site, 
their choice of the cave, their methods of build- 
ing their houses and arranging their lives. Through- 
out the film, one seems to move in a living town, 
a Pompeii in our own land. 


"POINT OF PINES" deals with the excavation 
of pre-historic Indian sites by the Archaeological 
Field School of the University of Arizona. Here 
students gain experience in the techniques of 
archaeology through participation in actual ex- 
peditions. A particular ruin is selected, the sur- 
face combed for artifacts, test trenches laid out 
and the digging begins. Special techniques are 
needed in cleaning the artifacts, cataloging and 
photographing them, studying skeletal remains 
and restoring pottery, etc.. This film is an in- 
teresting introduction to the mechanics of field 
archaeology. 


"PAINTING WITH SAND" describes a sand- 
painting ritual of the Navajo as practiced by the 
medicine men of the tribe in healing. The cere- 
mony takes place in a secluded spot in Monument 
Valley. After the ceremony the painting is erased 
so that it will not be defiled by man.

NEWS and NOTES .......... 


J une was a month of honors for Walter W. 
Wornardt who, since January 1960, has been a 
member of the Academy staff working under the 
terms of a National Science Foundation Fellow- 
ship investigating fossil diatoms of the late Terti- 
ary of California. In June, not only did he receive 
his doctoral degree from the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley but was awarded the Dorothy 
K. Palmer Award in Paleontology. 

Dr. Wornardt's present plan is to extend 
considerably his thesis, "Stratigraphic Distribu- 
tion of Diatoms, Floras from the 'Mio-Pliocene’ 
of California", anticipating early publication. 


His fellowship extends until November of this year. 


Within the Academy's Herbarium now re- 
poses a small piece of a small flowering plant 
with a most impressive history. Through the 
kindness of Dr. Hans Leschke, Research Associ- 
ate in the Department of Botany, the department 
now treasures a fragment of Himalayan Edelweiss 
collected during the recent American Mount 
Everest Expedition by Barry Bishop, a member 
of one of the two parties which Jately scaled the 
heights of the world's highest and most formid- 
able mountain. 

Mr. Bishop, one of the photographers for 
the National Geographic Expedition, took the plant 
at about 17,000 feet, some 1,000 feet below the 
base camp at Khumbu Glacier in Nepal. That 
17,000 foot figure represents almost the upper- 
most altitudinal limit at which plant life can exist. 


Daniel J. Norton has been announced as 
Executive Producer of the Academy's television 
series, ''Science in Action’. Immediately prior 
to his appointment, Mr. Norton was Vice-Presi- 
dent of Media International, a San Francisco firm 
with clients both in the United States and abroad. 

His previous background also includes com- 
mercial management of the nation's first educa- 
tional TV station in Ames, Iowa, as well as being 
Operations Director for the American Broadcast- 
ing Company in New York and Chicago where he 
developed formats for many of that company's 
public service programs including the noteworthy 
"Captain Kangaroo".

Meet the Trustees 


ALLAN J. GALLOWAY, Research Associate in the De- 
partment of Geology, and Trustee of the Academy since 
1961, was born in London, England. As a child, his 
interest in natural history, particularly shells, rocks, 
and fossils, was fostered by his father, a physician 
with similar interests. 

He was graduted with honors in Geology from 
King's College, Cambridge, and came to the United 
States in 1925 where he joined the Shell Oil Company 
as a Junior Geologist in Bakersfield, California. During 
the ensuing 33 years he was associated with that same 
company and was Executive Vice President when he 
retired in 1958. 

Early in his life in California, he became fa- 
miliar with the CAS. He met Dr. G Dallas Hanna in 
Bakersfield, and used to collect wild flowers for Alice 
Eastwood. He also became attracted to the Point Reyes 
Peninsula which he first explored under the guidance 
of Allen L. Chickering, Sr.. All during his business 
career he collected information, publications and maps 
on the geology of this beautiful part of the California 
coast. Upon his retirement he came to the Academy 
as a Research Associate and is now following in the 
footsteps of F.M. Anderson who published the first 
work on the Point Reyes peninsula in 1899. (Mr. 
Anderson was at one time Curator of Paleontology at 
the Academy). 

Both during winter and summer, Mr. Galloway 


and his wife Mary spend much of their time at "Newcot", 


a cottage on their land near the Audubon Canyon Ranch 
on Bolinas Lagoon. '"Newcot" serves as a convenient 
headquarters for his geological field work. The Gallo- 
ways' current project is to plant their valley and red- 
wood grove with native flowering plants. 

He is deeply involved in Academy affairs, being 
not only a Trustee and Research Associate, but also a 
Life Member, a Fellow, and a member of the Science 
Council. 

"It is an inspiration to work on the Academy's 
Board of Trustees", he remarked. ''Never have I seen 
such a group of hard-working citizens, dedicated to ac- 
complishing the goals they themselves have set. Success 
is slowly but surely rewarding their efforts. Also'', he 
added, "it is wonderful for me to be here on the staff 
and to have the opportunity to do the work that I have 
planned for so long. Thank you, Academy!"
